When the time 
for filing petitions for initiated laws 
ended last night there were petition- 
ers on file sufficient \ to'put but two 
measures on the ballot. 


The initiated measures which will 


go on the ballot in June are: Initiated 
law to increase the-'Umit of real estate 
loans by the state farm loan depart- 
ment from $10,000,000 to $20,000,000, 
and to repeal the teachers' salary 
law. 


In addition there is a constitutional 


amendment to be referred to the peo- 
ple by actioa of the last legislature. 
It changes the requirements to permit 
a voter moving from one county to 
another to retain voting residence in 
•one county until he' has established 
voting 
residence in the county to 


which be has moved.

The 11 proposed initiative measures 


of Justice J. E. Robinson, of the su- 
preme court, which caused consider- 
able comment in the state and which, 
according to financial men, were'the 
cause of some alarm by outside in- 
vestors, will not go before the peo- 
ple. 


Judge Robinson, asserting that be 


had received about 5,000 signatures to 
the petition, said that objections of 
investors caused sufficent opposition 
to prevent 10,000 signatures, the re- 
quired number, being obtained on any 
proposed measure. 


The measures proposed by Judge 


Robinson were: (1) To repeal the 
"dog tax" on lawyers; (2) To repeal 
the pool hall inspection statute; (3) 
Repeal the motor vehicle tax; (4) Re- 
peal the tax commission law; (6) To 
repeal the income tax; (6) To repeal 
the coal mining statute requiring a 
year's experience before employment 
in a North Dakota mine; (3) To repeal 
the workmen's compensation statute; 
(8) To provide -for a change in the 
method of assessment of real prop- 
erty; (9) To reduce by 50 per cent all 
unpaid taxes of the last three years, 
•etc.; (10 and 1<1) To establish, lower 
railroad rates.

The agreement which was reached 


with unexpected expedition bt a con- 
ference between delegates of the- Irish 
groups and representatives of the im- 
perial government, far transcends in 
importance the pact arrived at be-

James Craig, the Ulster premier, at 
an earlier stage in the negotiations. 


It provides for the reorganization 


of police in Ulster on a basis satis- 
factory to the religious leanings of 


Attention of those assembled was 


called particularly to the McNary re- 
clamation bill pending in the United 
States Senate. This bill proposes an 
appropriation of $370,000,000 for the 
reclamation of swampy and cut-over 
lands.

The Functions 


a Bank 


There are many people of wide general ifirormbOon who 


have only a limited knowledge of the various services of 
banks. Some think of banking as an .exclusive and privileged 
business exercising an irresponsible power. 


The first great step in promoting the exchange of products 


was the adoption ot a common standard of value- and medium 
of exchange; in other words, the development of money. The 
difficulties of simple barter were so great as to obviously 
restrict the exchanges. 
A common standard of value pro* 


vided a common basis for trade, a means by which commodi- 
ties could be compared, priced and quoted in different 
markets, and the universal esteem in which the precious 
metals were held enabled them to be,used as means ot ef- 
fecting exchanges and as standards of value. The actual 
shipment of coin, however, for each transaction, would involve 
much risk and expense, and where trade ran both ways there 
was an obvious gain by off-setting the transactions, which 
soon developed the use of bills ..of exchange. 


In due course of time the settlements between distant cities 


and countries were handled then substantially as now, by a 
system of book entries and offsets. 


A banker today is a-bookkeeper and settling agent for his 


community in Its transactions with the outside world. 


In backward countries banks are but little used by the 
masses o! the people, and money is "hoarded, becoming" a 
dead asset. A bank becomes a pool, Into which are drained 
thousands Of small sums, easily wasted, or, if not wasted, un- 
productive by themselves, and the sums so accumulated be- 
come active agencies in the life of the community. 


Banks are the servants of business and the relations 


between the bank and its customers are reciprocal. In each( 
line of trade and Industry, It is commonly the case that the* 
use for capital or credit is more or less fluctuating, so that 
at times each bank customer will accumulate cash balances 
while at other times needing to borrow. If the business of 
a bank is well distributed in various lines these fluctua- 
tions in individual balances and requirements will offset and 
compensate each other, thus securing the greatest economy 
and best results in the use of capital.

TREASURES OF 


CHURCHES TO 
BE CONFISCATED 


Soviet Issues Decree That Preci- 
ous Metals and Stones Must be 


"Turned" Into Food 


OPPOSITION IS 
EXPECTED 


Moscow, March 31.—(The Associated 


Press)—An Alladin's cave of jewels 
has been opened by the decision of the 
Soviet authorities to confiscate some 
of the 
treasures of 
the Russian 


churches and sell them to feed the 
famine sufferers. 


(The 
Soviet decree issued Feb. 26 


directs the seizure of all precious 
metals and stones "which would not 
interfere with the interests of the 
various cuUs " U has been announced 
that the All-Russian Central Comnm- 
tee will determine what articles are 
absolutely necessary for religious pur- 
poses and exemp* from requisition). 


Most famous of the church treas- 


ures, described by the Moscow news- 
paper IZVESTIA, is the bejewelled 
ikon, "Our Lady of Kazan," at the Ka- 
zan Cathedral In Petrograd. It is a 
representation of the Virgin done in 
beaten gold, •weighing 10 pounds and 
decorated with l|635 larger and 1,432 
lesser diamonds, 638 rubles, seven 
sapphires, 1,400 pearls and 155 other 
jewels; and hung about the neck of 
the Virgin is a diamond necklace of 
huge, first water stones. 


At Peter Paul's cathedral, also In 


Petrograd, there is anoujflf famous 
ikon, known as the "JerHsalem Holy 
Lady," in solid gold. It is about two 
feet square, and contains 28 carats of 
large diamonds, 13 raratg of middle- 
sizfd diamonds and 14 and one-quar- 
ter carats of smaller stones. Alto- 
gether, in this church, says the IZ- 
VESTIA, there are 24 almost equally 
valuable ikons. 
To St. Isaac's Cathedral, Petrograd, 


were presented on the day it was 
opened, a total of 215 articles contain- 
ing 81 pounds of gold and 4,788 pounds 
of silver and later a shrine was built 
o[ solid silver weighing 468 pounds. St. 
Isaac's also has one ikon, 21 inches 
wide by 28 inches high, done in gold 
overlay and bearing a wreath in large 
diamonds. Thejse-are a dozen othes 
ikons of .tremendous value at St. 
Isaac's alone. ' 
Favored by Royalty 


While tHese big .Petrografl cathe- 


drals, whifch were long favored by 
royalty, probably contain the most 
valuable treasures of the Greek Orth- 
odox church in Russia, nearly every 
one of the estimated 61,000 other ca- 
thedrals, monasteries, convents and 
churches contains dbjects In gold and 
silver and jewelled ikons are not at 
all rare, even in the smaller edifices. 


'Royal gifts, donations by pious par- 


ishioners and church taxes for centur 
ies went largely into ornamenting the 
churches, Kazan cathedral was the 
holy of holies to the Cossacks. The. 
Cossacks of the Don once sent to it 
1.440 
pounds of silver asking that it be 


made into' ikons of four of the Apos- 
tles. 
'Beyond their value in precious metal 


and jewels, some of the objects might 
he extremely sought after by collec- 
tors. The Byzantine magnificence of 
the jewelled ikons, however, might 
impress the Western world as more 
ornate than artistic. 
•With a few scattered exceptions, 


wherein some looting of churches may 
have occurred during the early days 
of the revolution, church treasurers 
have been left practically intact.

Its 'duck bill Is an extremely delicate 
and sensitive structure, as the platy- 
pus finds much of Its food by touch 
In the soft mud.
